Top official is headed to N.Y. for talks with Pompeo

WASHINGTON — Rap- 
id-fire diplomacy played out 
on two continents Tuesday 
in advance of an “expected” 
summit between President 
Donald Trump and North 
Korea’s Kim Jong Un, the 
strengthening resolve com- 
ing after a series of high-risk, 
high-reward gambits by the 
two leaders. 


Officials won't say that the 
June 12 Singapore summit is 
back on, but preparations on 
both sides of the Pacific are 
proceeding as if it is. Two 
weeks of hard-nosed nego- 
tiating, including a commu- 
nications blackout by the 
North and a public cancel- 
lation by the U.S., appeared 
to be paying off as the two 
sides engaged in their most 
substantive talks to date 
about the meeting. 

Trump tweeted Tuesday 


that he had a “great team” 
working on the summit, con- 
firming that top North Ko- 
rean official Kim Yong Chol 
was headed to New York for 
talks with Secretary of State 
Mike Pompeo. In addition, 
teams of U.S. officials have 
arrived at the Korean demili- 
tarized zone and in Singapore 
to prepare for the meeting. 
“Solid response to my 
letter, thank you!” tweeted 
Trump. He announced he had 
decided to “terminate” the 


summit last week in an open 
letter to Kim that stressed 
American military might, but 
also left the door cracked for 
future communication. White 
House officials characterized 
the letter as a negotiating 
tactic, designed to bring the 
North back to the table after 
a provocative statement and 
a decision to skip planning 
talks and ignore preparatory 
phone calls.

Twitter fire consumes ‘Roseanne’ 
Star has nobody but herself to blame for viral racist tweet

Memo to stars of prime- 
time shows (even runaway 
hits): You toss enough 
lighted matches around 
enough open vats of gas- 
oline and, sooner or later, 
things will be going up in 
a blaze. And guess who will 
be standing closest to the 
inferno when things get 
hot? 

Roseanne Barr’s lighted 
matches were a series of 
ugly Twitter blasts pitched 
into the gasoline-soaked ter- 


rain of social media. They 
were incendiary comments, 
all right, laced with racism 
and anti-Semitism. The 
resulting firestorm spread 
rapidly, costing Barr her 
revival series and depriving 
ABC of a badly needed new 
hit. 

You’ve probably heard a 
word or two by now about 
ABC canceling its hit revival 
of the sitcom “Roseanne.” 
ABC executives may have 
issued the order condemn- 
ing the prime-time prop- 
erty, but it was Barr who 
set the fire that consumed 


it in a blaze of outrage and 
disgust. 

The fire started spreading 
Tuesday morning, fanned 
by a rapidly building furor 
in the highly volatile so- 
cial-media universe. Barr 
had taken to Twitter to 
describe former President 
Barack Obama’s adviser Val- 
erie Jarrett as an offspring 
of the “Muslim Brotherhood 
& Planet of the Apes.” 

Reaction was swift, from 
Bart’s co-stars and co-work- 
ers. Comedian Wanda 
Sykes, a consulting pro- 
ducer on the “Roseanne” re-

vival, announced she would 
not be returning for the 
show’s second season.

Officers would have 

to get out of their cars

A proposed plan for Cleve- 
land police explicitly states 
something the department 
touted as an unmet goal: 
Officers will have to get out 
of their cars and talk with 
people in the communities 
they patrol. 

The community- and 
problem-oriented policing 
plan, which was rolled out 
Tuesday for public comment, 
is designed to transform how 
most officers interact with 
the public. While its tenets 
are not mentioned in every 
general police order the de- 
partment issues, they would 
nevertheless affect every- 
thing from deployment to 
recruiting. 

Instead of running from 
call to call, patrol officers 
would be required to inter- 
act with the public in a posi- 
tive way, with the goal of im- 
proving a historically fraught 
relationship between police 
and the people they’re sworn 
to serve.

Several business owners 
say a long-awaited exten- 
sion of the Ohio & Erie Canal 
Towpath Trail in Cleveland 
will severely affect their bot- 
tom line and lead to danger- 
ous driving conditions on 
busy Jennings Road. 

Construction is scheduled 
to begin next week on the 
0.7-mile stretch that will 
run west from an existing 
trailhead at Harvard Avenue, 
then north along Jennings 
Road and on to Steelyard

trail.
